Seething crowds began gathering 


hours before the third day's session. 
Mobs, headed by Leon Faguet and 
other Royalist leaders, indulged in 
howling parades against former min- 
ister Caillaux. 


There is a possibility of the defense 


switching today to temporary in- 
sanity.

Charges may be brought against 


Caillaux, as the result of his secret 
correspondence on Germany's regime, 
while he was in office, which damaged 
France in the Moroccan crisis. 


Caillaux on Stand. 


Joseph Caillaux held the court for 


two intense hours yesterday, testify- 
ing in defense of his wife, who sat in 
the prisoner's enclosure, charged with 
the killing of Gaston Calmette, editor 
of the Figaro, on March 16 last. 


The appearance of M. Caillaux was 


hardly less dramatic than that or 
Mme. Caillaux Monday. 
The former 


premier, still one of the most power- 
ful men in France, dominated 
the 


procedings, imposing upon them his 
personality and uncommon gifts of 
leadership. 


"I accuse myself," he cried in the 


climax. 
"I committed a fault. 
I 


should myself have acted; but ab- 
sorbed by public affairs, I failed to 
realize the ravages Calmette's cal- 
lumnies had made on the soul of my 
wife." 


M. Caillaux spoke as if in the cham- 


ber, his voice of high tenor, softened 
in quality, sometimes rising to fal- 
setto in moments of excitement. 
He 


gesticulated freely,pointing a singu- 
larly long forefinger as he addresed 
the judges or the jury, and occasion- 
ally it moved in the direction of his 
wife. 


Almost a Riot. 


He related what he knew of the 


cause of the shooting of Calmette and 
then 
asked to be confronted with 


Louis Latzarus, one of the members 
of the Figaro staff, who had previous- 
ly testified that Calmette had told him 
he had diplomatic documant important 
enough absolutely to crush Caillaux. 


The two men were in the wildest 


excitement as they stood beside the 


I bar, and appeared to restrain them- 
selves with difficulty from springing 


} at each other. 


Latzarus refused to specify the con- 


tents of the documents unless forced 
! to do so, as their divulfeence would 
constitute a grave danger to France. 
He Was then heard to say something 
about "the chief whom I loved and 
whom Caillaux assassinated." 


The coilrtroom broke into a violent 


uproar; the scene recalled the famous 
Zola trial. 
Caillaux shouted above 


the din: 


"I cannot tolerate such language. I

Superior Court Says Law of 1909 Was 


Not Repealed. 


In its opinion and decree in the 


case of Dr Dickson, charged, with 
killing a deer the horns of which were 
not visible above the hair, the indict- 
ment against whom was quashed by 
Judge Searle, specially sitting in the 
Clearfield county court, the superior 
court decides that the law of 1913 did 
not repeal the law of 1909, but mere- 
ly amended it without removing the 
restriction relative to the horns of a 
deer being visible above the hair. 


The court quotes judicial authority 


for its decision and says that the 
change of wording in the act of 1913 
does not affect the fact that the horns 
of a deer must be visible above the 
hair to make its killing legal. 
The 


statutory provision of the act of 1909 
still remains and it is still >a penal 
offense to kill a deer, the horns of 
which are not visible above the hair. 


The case of Dr. Dickinson will 


therefore be tried before the Clear- 
field county court at a future session.

Lajoie, of the Naps, slipping? 
Has 


Father Time at last dimmed the bat- 
ting eye of the man who ever will 
rank as one of the greatest sluggers 
in baseball history ? Is the final car- 
tain soon to be rung down on this star 
of 19 years ? 


These are the questions that agi- 


tate fandom more than any other just 
now, and there is none who doesn't 
hope that the batting slump of the 
veteran is but temporary and that in- 
stead of his star setting soon it will 
continue to blaze forth in the major 
league firmament for many years to 
come. 


But the fact remains that Lajoie to 


date has made a more miserable 
showing at the bat than in any year 
since 1895 when he broke into the big 
league and set it on fire by his ter- 
rific batting. 


Lajoie, acording to the latest re- 


cords, is about 50 points shy of 
the .800 mark, and he seems unable 
to "hit-em-where-they-ain't" as in 
other years. 
The ball no longer 


* whistles from off his bat with bullet 


speed, as in the old days, and he no 
longer is ripping boards off fences 
with his terrific drives. Illness may 
have something to do with the slump, 
but many fear that Time has set its 
hand on the Cleveland wonder, and the 
days of his usefulness 
as a major 


leaguer are numbered. 


Lajoie began the 
season with a 


grand batting average of .351 for 
2112 games—the best 
record 
ever 


compiled by anyone over 
such a 
. stretch of years. Wagner, of Pitts- 


fenrgh, who had been in the majors 17 
years up to the beginning of the sea- 
eon, had a grand average of .344 for 
2282 games, while "Old Pop" Anson, 
during his 22 years as a big league 
star, compiled aft average of .377 for 
2250 games. H Lajoie fails to finish 
over the .300 mark this year it will re- 
duce his grand average by several 
points, but it still will be remarkable 
enough to stand for many years to 
icome. Ty Cobb and Joe Jackson have 
a chance to smash it—but will they 
be able to stand the big league pace 
for 18 years? And if they do, can 
they continue to hit at a clip that will 
give them an average of .351 for 18 
years.

Caillaux on Stand. 


Joseph Caillaux held the court for 


two intense hours yesterday, testify- 
ing in defense of his wife, who sat in 
the prisoner's enclosure, charged with 
the killing of Gaston Calmette, editor 
of the Figaro, on March 16 last. 


The appearance of M. Caillaux was 


hardly less dramatic than that or 
Mme. Caillaux Monday. 
The former 


premier, still one of the most power- 
ful men in France, dominated 
the 


procedings, imposing upon them his 
personality and uncommon gifts of 
leadership. 


"I accuse myself," he cried in the 


climax. 
"I committed a fault. 
I 


should myself have acted; but ab- 
sorbed by public affairs, I failed to 
realize the ravages Calmette's cal- 
lumnies had made on the soul of my 
wife." 


M. Caillaux spoke as if in the cham- 


ber, his voice of high tenor, softened 
in quality, sometimes rising to fal- 
setto in moments of excitement. 
He 


gesticulated freely,pointing a singu- 
larly long forefinger as he addresed 
the judges or the jury, and occasion- 
ally it moved in the direction of his 
wife. 


Almost a Riot. 


He related what he knew of the 


cause of the shooting of Calmette and 
then 
asked to be confronted with 


Louis Latzarus, one of the members 
of the Figaro staff, who had previous- 
ly testified that Calmette had told him 
he had diplomatic documant important 
enough absolutely to crush Caillaux. 


The two men were in the wildest 


excitement as they stood beside the 


I bar, and appeared to restrain them- 
selves with difficulty from springing

Latzarus refused to specify the con- 


tents of the documents unless forced 
! to do so, as their divulfeence would 
constitute a grave danger to France. 
He Was then heard to say something 
about "the chief whom I loved and 
whom Caillaux assassinated." 


The coilrtroom broke into a violent 


uproar; the scene recalled the famous 
Zola trial. 
Caillaux shouted above 


the din: 


"I cannot tolerate such language. I

Superior Court Says Law of 1909 Was 


Not Repealed. 


In its opinion and decree in the 


case of Dr Dickson, charged, with 
killing a deer the horns of which were 
not visible above the hair, the indict- 
ment against whom was quashed by 
Judge Searle, specially sitting in the 
Clearfield county court, the superior 
court decides that the law of 1913 did 
not repeal the law of 1909, but mere- 
ly amended it without removing the 
restriction relative to the horns of a 
deer being visible above the hair. 


The court quotes judicial authority 


for its decision and says that the 
change of wording in the act of 1913 
does not affect the fact that the horns 
of a deer must be visible above the 
hair to make its killing legal. 
The 


statutory provision of the act of 1909 
still remains and it is still >a penal 
offense to kill a deer, the horns of 
which are not visible above the hair. 


The case of Dr. Dickinson will 


therefore be tried before the Clear- 
field county court at a future session.

New York, July 22—Is Napoleon 


Lajoie, of the Naps, slipping? 
Has 


Father Time at last dimmed the bat- 
ting eye of the man who ever will 
rank as one of the greatest sluggers 
in baseball history ? Is the final car- 
tain soon to be rung down on this star 
of 19 years ? 


These are the questions that agi- 


tate fandom more than any other just 
now, and there is none who doesn't 
hope that the batting slump of the 
veteran is but temporary and that in- 
stead of his star setting soon it will 
continue to blaze forth in the major 
league firmament for many years to 
come. 


But the fact remains that Lajoie to 


date has made a more miserable 
showing at the bat than in any year 
since 1895 when he broke into the big 
league and set it on fire by his ter- 
rific batting. 


Lajoie, acording to the latest re- 


cords, is about 50 points shy of 
the .800 mark, and he seems unable 
to "hit-em-where-they-ain't" as in 
other years. 
The ball no longer 


* whistles from off his bat with bullet 


speed, as in the old days, and he no 
longer is ripping boards off fences 
with his terrific drives. Illness may 
have something to do with the slump, 
but many fear that Time has set its 
hand on the Cleveland wonder, and the 
days of his usefulness 
as a major 


leaguer are numbered. 


Lajoie began the 
season with a 


grand batting average of .351 for 
2112 games—the best 
record 
ever 


compiled by anyone over 
such a 
. stretch of years. Wagner, of Pitts- 


fenrgh, who had been in the majors 17 
years up to the beginning of the sea- 
eon, had a grand average of .344 for 
2282 games, while "Old Pop" Anson, 
during his 22 years as a big league 
star, compiled aft average of .377 for 
2250 games. H Lajoie fails to finish 
over the .300 mark this year it will re- 
duce his grand average by several 
points, but it still will be remarkable 
enough to stand for many years to 
icome. Ty Cobb and Joe Jackson have 
a chance to smash it—but will they 
be able to stand the big league pace 
for 18 years? And if they do, can 
they continue to hit at a clip that will 
give them an average of .351 for 18 
years.

the danger of being soaked by the ex- 
citable Tyrus, the town has decided 
that it can get along without its base- 
ball star. Detroit used to love Ty, 
but when the presence of Ty imperils 
the well-being of butchers—well, bye 
bye, Ty. 


Hughey Jennings, 
who manages 


the team that owns the player that 
soaked the butcher, will be dreaming 
pennant dreams again if Smithson, a 
south-paw pitcher whom he recently 
secured, performs as well for the 
Tigers as he did in the minors. 


Jennings got Smithson for $2750 


from the Clinton, Illinois, team in the 
Central association. Smithson won 6 
out of the ten games in which he par- 
ticipated, losing three of the four be- 
cause of miserable support.

10 games—an average of nearly 10 
men to a game.
